We have bean trying to sail the idea of 
affiliating with our International Union to a small Brewery 
Workers Looml in Norfolk, Virginia, known as Brewery Workers 
Local Union 180, C.I.O., haring in membership about 150 people. 

Ws had baan making fair progress with these 
people until samaona advised them that two of the paopla who 
oama over to us with the Brewery Workers Council were Communist, 
thaaa two being fraanstain and Howas. This alleged Coamunism 
has given ua a little bit of a setback in our attempt to sail 
thaaa Norfolk Brewery Workers into aooapting our Intarnational 
Union, and on Deoember 1, 1953, 1 wrote you asking you if you 
could give us saam background materiel on fraanstain and Howas 
to aff-aet this argument. If you oan, it will halp us iamansaly 
in sailing these paopla ths idea of affiliating with us and I, 
therefore, aa imposing on your good nature by asking you whether 
or not you oan provide us auoh information. 

Feel sura that any auoh information will be 
put to tha bast possible use.

On Sunday, August 9, 1953» I oat with the 
Buaineaa Agent oftC.I.O. Brewery Workers Union #188^ whoae name 
ia John Spry, in ftarfolk, Virginia, and discuaaed with him the 
poaaible affiliation of the local union he represents with our 
International Union. 

Spry indicated a great personal desire to 
affiliate with ua and said he felt that a majority of his people 
were alao in the sam* frame of mind.
